Sheriff’s Lieutenant Glenn 
Simmons said yesterday 
Mrs. Jelke — whom he iden- 
tified as the former wife of 
Mickey Jelke, convicted in 
1955 of running a high-society 
call girl ring — is still hospi- 
talized. 

“She hasn’t 'been very co- 
operative in telling us just 
what happened, so far, ’ Sim- 
mons said. lie added Thore- 
sen hasn’t said much since 
he was arrested, either. 

Thoresen’s attorney, J. w. 
Ehrlich, said his client went 
to Las Vegas last Thursday 
with attorney P. Basil Lain- 
bros, “to investigate aspects 
of the Federal charges 
against him.”
